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POPULATION  MOVEMENTS  IN  MASSACHUSETTS 


1955  -  1965 

The  1965  census  was  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
9,  Section  7  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  Article  LXXI  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution.    The  census  was  taken  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  mayor 
of  each  city  and  the  selectman  of  each  town. 

This  census  included  the  name,  address,  sex  and  age  at  last  birthday 
of  every  person  who  had  his  usual  place  of  abode  within  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  on  January  1,  1965.     It  should  be  noted  that  the  1965  pop- 
ulation figures  for  cities  and  towns  may  vary  substantially  in  some  munici- 
palities from  those  figures  reported  by  the  I960  federal  census. 

The  reason  for  this  discrepancy  in  specific  instances  is  because  of 
the  different  method  in  the  enumeration  of  each  census.    The  state  decennial 
census  counts  only  those  persons  who  claim  a  permanent  domicile  in  a  Massa- 
chusetts municipality;  while  the  federal  census  counts  all  persons  at  the 
place  found  on  the  census  day  regardless  of  the  place  of  permanent  domicile. 
Therefore,  students  in  schools,  patients  in  hospitals  or  other  institutions 
and  military  personnel  living  on  military  reservations  who  may  have  an  out- 
of-state  permanent  domicile  are  not  counted  in  the  state  census;  while  they 
are  counted  in  the  federal  census. 

To  ascertain  the  movements  of  population  the  natural  increase  (balance 
of  births  in  excess  of  deaths)  was  subtracted  from  the  increase  or  decrease 
in  population  between  1955  and  1965.    The  net  result  reveals  more  clearly 
the  actual  migration. 

The  1965  census  of  Massachusetts  was  5,295,281  which  was  an  increase  of 
457,638  or  9.5$  over  the  1955  census  and  in  spite  of  the  difference  in  enum- 
eration the  1965  census  showed  an  increase  of  145,447  or  2.0%  over  the  I960 
census. 

Further  analysis  revealed: 

Norfolk  County,  just  south  of  Boston,  had  the  greatest  in-migration, 
followed  by  Plymouth  County  (southeast  of  Boston). 

Municipalities  in  the  following  population  groups  had  the  highest  per- 
centage of  in-migration:  5,000  to  9,999,  2,500  to  4,999,  and  15,000  to  24,999. 

Of  the  351  municipalities,  249  experienced  in-migration  during  1955  - 
1964.    Nine  of  the  39  cities,  Attleboro,  Beverly,  Brockton,  Leominster, 
Marlborough,  Melrose,  Peabody,  Westfield  and  Woburn  showed  in-migration.

Massachusetts  has  10  SMSA's  as  defined  by  the  President's  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  in  1958  and  redefined  on  Oct. 18,  1963.    Three  of  the  10  SMSA's  (Fall 
River,  Springf ield-Chicopee-Holyoke  and  Lawrence-Haverhill)  contain  out-of-state 
municipalities  -  1965  statistics  are  not  available  on  out-of-state  municipalities 
and  so  only  the  Massachusetts  portions  of  SMSA's  are  considered  here. 

Nine  of  the  10  SMSA's  (Pittsfield  SMSA  being  the  exception)  are  parts  of 
31  contiguous  SMSA's  from  Lawrence-Haverhill  SMSA  to  Washington,  D.C.  Md.-Va.  SMSA. 

There  can  be,  of  course,  many  concepts  of  a  "Greater"  or  "Metropolitan" 
Area  as  fits  the  needs  of  the  businessman,  economist,  geographer,  planner,  pol- 
itical scientist,  researcher,  sociologist,  etc*     In  general,  a  rr.-tropolitan  area 
may  be  defined  as  that  area  surrounding  a  commercial  industrial  center  which  is 
so  economically,  politically  and  socially  integrated  that  it  presents  itself  as 
a  unified  area.    Most  of  the  concepts  of  a  "metropolitan"  area  fit  within  SMSA's 
or  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  which  are  areas  agreed  upon  by  var- 
ious federal  agencies  for  which,  during  the  next  decade  at  least,  they  will  re- 
port their  various  findings  and  statistics  in  their  respective  scopes. 

The  importance  of  SMSA?s  lies  in  the  fact  that  they  are  centers  of  the  eco- 
nomic life  of  states  -  centers  of  commerce,  finance,  labor  markets,  marketing, 
population,  services,  transportation,  etc. 

Monographs  highlighting  the  economic  base,  education,  employment  and  pay- 
roll, housing,  planning,  population,  transportation  and  utility  characteristics 
have  been  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Research  and  Statistics,  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Development  on  all  10  SMSA's. 
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
